Painting vivid word pictures of 
the bombing of Shanghai and the 
havoc caused by misplaced bombs, 
Mr. Gibb told newsmen that resi- 
dents of Shanghai are doing their 
best not to become “melodramatic” 


under fire. 

“The more simple-minded Chin- 
ese”, he pointed out, put a flimsy 
covering over their heads and be- 
lieve that that protection is surety 
against death. 

On August 14, a black day for 
Shanghai, when a bomb ripped 
through the crowded streets of 
Shanghai causing 1,000 deaths, Mr.

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COLLAPSING OF 
BOX-LIKE DAM 


Workmen at Port Stanley 
Crushed or Drowned in 
Tragedy 

PORT STANLEY, Ont., Dec. 20. 

—Tons of steel piling and broken 
timbers today held entombed the 
bodies of eight men crushed or 
drowned in the collapse of a 
huge, box-like coffer dam. Divers 
prepared to descend into the maze 
of wreckage, covered by 29 feet of 
water, in an effort to recover 
them. : 

Thirteen “muckers” were at work 
at the bottom of Kettle Creek when 
the protecting walls of interlocking 
steel sheets of the dam collapsed 
without warning last night. The 
five who escaped death were in- 
jured. Five others, working on top 
of the 65-foot-long structure, were 
thrown into the water and were 
rescued without injury. 

Cause of the collapse was un- 
known.

FIRST DRAFT OF

an immediate easement of debts must take place 
or the province will default on its obligations. 
It is warned by Saskatchewan that relief has 
swollen into ominous proportions, It will prob- 
ably be told in Alberta that interest exactions 
and debt payments are so onerous that the crip- 
pling burden no longer can be sustained. 
Western Canada has a right to expect 
remedial action from the Commission. And the 
method of remedy is as clear as the disease itself. 
There must be, for the individual, a new deal in 
the debt and interest dilemma; there must be, for 
the provinces, a refunding of debts and relief 
from excessive expenditures by having the 
federal Government assume greater responsi- 
bility for social services. 


TWENTY MEMBERS MISSING 


From Moscow comes word that the newly- 
elected Supreme Soviet has twenty members 
fewer than this body is supposed to have, and 
fewer than it did have a few days ago. An 
official announcement said the twenty had been 
“deposed”, before they had ever taken their seats. 
What this term meant was only known to the 
inner circle of executioners whose word is doom 
to the subjects of Stalin. Outside that fateful 
ring, the inference—based on intimate knowl- 
edge of how Russia is governed—is that they 
have been shot. Since the censor allowed this 
interpretation to pass, it is probably correct.

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MORE “DOLE” INCIDENTS 


Calgary relief officials say they have a family 


of twenty-two on their list, including wives of 


the sons and husbands of the daughters. The 
best Edmonton officials can boast is a fifteen- 
member family, though the comparison is hardly 
fair since the children are young and none of 
them married. Time may adjust the inequality. 
Both families, according to the records, have 
been on relief, with intervals, since 1922, and con- 
tinuously for several recent years. During which 
period the families have expanded to their 
present splendid proportions. That is one phase 
of the direct relief question in which the tax- 
payer is bound to be interested, particularly if 
he tries to apply the law of cause and effect. 

Another feature is reported from Burlington, 
Ontario, where the town councillors felt that 
hospitality was being imposed upon when one 
resident rolled up to a store in an automobile 
carrying new 1938 license plates and presented 
a relief voucher to the merchant. They decided 
to investigate. 

To be supported in idleness is an unnatural 
and unbalancing experience, the evidence of 
which accumulates with the days. After seven 
years it is time Canada should get away from 
that prolific breeder of absurdities and injustices, 
give every man a chance to earn a living for his 
family, and tell him that is his responsibility. 


BETTER LUCK 
There is scriptural authority for believing 
that importunity can wring concessions, even 
from an “unjust judge’. Members of the city 


council might read the context and thus fortify 


themselves to make another appeal to the prov- 
incial authority for a share of the amusement tax 
money, proceeds from gasoline sales taxation, 
and liquor profits. Many a time and often have 
past councils of this and other cities approached 
past Governments of Alberta with the same pro- 
posals. They never got anything for their pains 
but promises of consideration, which, however 
kindly extended, are a poor substitute for cash. 
The record is thus discouraging as to the chance 
of success for another appeal. 

Still, things are different in some respects. 
The Provincial Treasurer thinks he will be able 
to end this year with a balanced budget and no 
addition to the provincial debt. That cheering 
prospect should soften the heart of any finance 
minister to the plea of a distressed municipality. 
Besides, the Winnipeg city council has just told 
the Rowell Commission that the fourth largest 
city in Canada cannot make ends meet 
unless, among other things, the Manitoba Gov- 
ernment will pay taxes on the commercial enter- 
prises it operates in the city and also turn over 
to the city a share of the proceeds from the 
gasoline sales tax and motor license fees. If 
Winnipeg needs concessions along this line to 
keep it afloat, Edmonton needs them still more. 


PROVINCIAL REFUNDING 

If correctly reported, the United Farmers of 
Saskatchewan told the Rowell Commission at 
Regina that the Dominion Government had re- 
funded its own debt at lower interest rates but 
had “refused the provinces the same interest- 
reducing privileges.” That will not mislead the 
Commission, but it may mislead readers who do 
not clearly recall the facts. Just to keep the 
record straight, two things are to be observed. 
First, that the provinces need no permission from 
the Dominion to refund their debts. They are 
free to proceed to do that when, as and how they 
see fit.

: BRITAIN SPEEDS UP 


Britain adds to her war industry factory after 
factory, as if baking hot rolls. The Navy, too, 
is adding new ships to the Fleet at an amazing 
rate. The fact is, the preliminary basis of rearm- 
ament has al t been completed and the net- 
work of new factories which will supply the 
tremendous requirements of the increased war 
machine has been started on detail work, Con- 
trary to fears of business men, the armament 
works and contracts have not interfered seri- 
ously with the progress of private prosperity. 
Prices have gone up somewhat, but have lately 
dropped from their top level—Gazette de Lau- 
sanne. 


HITLER’S COLONIAL CAMPAIGN 


There are two remarkable features in the 
propagandist campaign lately launched in Ger- 
many for the return of the colonies lost in the 
War. The first is that the campaign is directed 
exclusively against this country, though Ger- 
many’s colonial empire was divided up between 
Britain, the Dominions, France and Japan. The 
second is that Germany is not told why she must 
have colonies. The raw materials card, once 8o 
persistently played has been quietly dropped 
under the table now that the League of Nations’ 
analysis has shown that 97 per cent of the world’s 
tropical raw materials come from sovereign 
States. Does Germany want colonies as areas of 
settlement or as tokens of prestige? It is urged 
that Germany is over-populated, and an argu- 
ment on these lines is congenial to Hitler's 

. principle of Volk and Raum. But none of Ger- 
many’s former colonies is a white man’s country, 
and Southwest Africa, which might accommo- 
date a few thousand settlers, is apparently ex- 
cluded from the present demand. If Hitler were 
a logical thinker the edge of his argument would 
be turned, not against Britain's greed, but against 
the Monroe doctrine —Truth (London), 


KILLING COSTS 

Mass production of armaments—and there is 
mass production everywhere on a scale never 
before known except during the Great War— 
does not seem to reduce the cost of the killing 
machines. 

In fact the cost of nearly every kind of engine 
of destruction is twice as high as it was a few 
years ago. That is the report of experts of the 
United States war department at Washington. 

For instance, a battleship that used to cost 
$30,000,000 now costs $60,000,000, and that is 
about the price of a modern university. 

Six divisions, or 150,000 men, will shoot away 
$2,000,000 worth of ammunition of all kinds in 
one day of heavy action. 


Every time a large bomb is dropped from an 
airplane in Spain or China it costs the taxpayers, 
who must pay eventually, just $800. A full size 
torpedo now costs something over $12,000. 

Britain's five-year rearmament program is 
estimated to cost 742 billion dollars, which is 
just about what she spent on armaments in the 
whole course of the Great War. 

And by the end of the five years some of the 
costly machines will be getting outmoded and 
of doubtful efficiency compared with the new 
ones that will have been evolved. 

Perhaps there is something in the prediction 
of thoughtful observers in Britain and on this 
continent that the staggering madness of the 
spending will bring about the lasting peace that 
every nation professes to want.—Vancouver Sun. 


NEVER LEARNED TO LIVE 


In a morgue in New York last week lay the 
body of a man unclaimed. He died friendless 
and alone, having lived the life of a recluse for 
the past sixteen years, an empty cheerless, use- 
less existence. He was eighty years of age and 
there was nobody to shed so much as a tear over 
his grave. When they searched his room they 
found 92,000 useless dollars he had left behind. 
A last moment of sanity was when in an outburst 
of confidence he said “I have a lot of money and 
nobody to leave it to.” 

Like everything else money is a good servant 
and a bad master. To despise it is to be foolish. 
The desire for independence is as normal as the 
instinct to fight for one’s life, and in our modern 
set-up independence demands money. But 
money is only a means to an end, not the end 
itself. The difficulty is that sometimes the means 
is confused with the end. In the effort to get 
together enough to give independence, to enable 
a man not to be tied forever to the grindstone, 
to give him power to travel or do something he 
may greatly wish, and to provide against old age, 
the habit is established which persists after the 
end first held has been accomplished. 

This man had his ninety thousand, but so 
long as his immediate wants were supplied, he 
might just as well have had ninety cents. He 
lost the enjoyment he might have had in life, 
the things for which men live, because in the 
miserly pursuit of money the capacity for other 
things ossified, and what might be called “other 
worldliness” was dead, with nothing left in its 
place. Oscar Wilde once wrote that if a man 
made up his mind to be a judge, his penalty 
would be that he might become a judge and 
nothing more. This man set himself to pinch 
and save and get these thousands together; his 
penalty was that he reached his aim and nothing 
more. Fundamentally is it not a form of insanity? 
—Halifax Chronicle.

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Your Health 


By DR. FRANK McCOY 

Disease is not the result of mysterious causes, 
but is produced in almost every case by faulty 
habits of living. Chief among these are faulty 
habits of eating—and probably it is true that if 
there is any single greatest cause of disease, then 
that cause is wrong diet. 

When the patient has been using foods in such 
a way that they actually interfere with health 
by producing a faulty chemistry within the body, 
the only sensible'thing to do is to have him 
change his bad eating habits to good ones, in 
order that he may avoid in the future the habits 
which are making him sick. 

The regulation of the food intake by those 
who are ill, for the express purpose of pro- 
ducing a desired improvement has come to be 
known as “dieting.” Although the idea that a 
sick person may perhaps help himself in a very 
real way by controlling the diet is a fairly recent 
one; however, it has made rapid headway. People 
are coming to have more and more respect for 
the idea that it is wise to be careful as to the 
kind and quality of food eaten, after sickness has 
appeared. 

In some diseases, diet is the only method of 
treatment which will have any marked beneficial 
effect—in other disorders it must be supple- 
mented with other forms of treatment. However, 
it is an important factor in almost all of the com- 
mon diseases. 

Some of those disorders in which diet is likely 
to be of first importance are the following: dia- 
betes, stomach ulcers, overweight conditions, 
underweight conditions due directly to faulty 
food selection, goiter due to a lack of iodine, 
and also perhaps pernicious anemia, The dentists 
are even telling us that rapid decay of the teeth 
and some cases of gum disorder are directly 
traceable to faulty diet. 

Some of the other disease conditions in which 
dieting may be expected to have a favorable 
effect are: skin disorders such as eczema and 
acne, epilepsy, arthritis and rheumatism, infec- 
tions due to lowered resistance resulting from 
vitamin lack, high blood pressure, Bright's 
Disease, biliousness, abnormal conditions of the 
gall bladder, constipation, colitis, digestive dis- 
orders, catarrh, and in many cases nervous 
symptoms may be partly relieved through regu- 
lation of the diet. Excessive gas is another 
symptom often favorably affected by dieting. 

While the main purpose in dietary treatment 
is to have the patient stop eating in such a way 
as to interfere with health, it is sometimes neces- 
sary to keep in mind two other aims. 

For example, it may be an advantage to adapt 
the food intake to a disturbance on the part of 
some organ such as the stomach, colon, or gall- 
bladder; or it may be an advantage to suggest 
cer _\ foods which supply elements which have 
bee * acking in the diet. As an illustration of 
the latter aim, when tooth decay is a marked 
feature it may be an advantage to supply more 
calcium and more vitamin D which enables the 
body to use the calcium. 

In tomorrow’s article I will discuss some of 
the diet systems most frequently used, such as 
the High Roughage Diet, the Bland Diet, the Re- 
ducing Diet, and so on. Watch for it in this news- 
paper. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION—C. W. writes: “I have recently 
been having a lot of trouble with the bones in 
my heels. My doctor says that possibly Spurs 
have formed.” 

ANSWER: The Spurs are probably those 
called “Rheumatic Spurs.” These spurs often 
occur on the heel but may also be found in other 
parts of the body. When located on the heel they 
will cause exceeding pain when one walks. 
Usually it is necessary to remove large spurs 
surgically. Small ones may be absorbed in some 
cases by using the diet for Rheumatism and by 
increasing the circulation of the blood in the foot 
through using hot foot baths containing Epsom 
salts. 

QUESTION—M. L. writes: “Will you please 
answer through the paper whether or not you 
believe I have a cancer. I am seventeen years 
old and have a lump on my wrist.” 

ANSWER: I very much doubt whether a can- 
cer exists as cancer is one of the degenerative 
diseases of middle-age and is very seldom found 
in a patient as young as seventeen years. The 
best plan is for you to let a doctor near you ex- 
amine the lump. 

QUESTION—T. C. D. writes: “Will you tell 
me if cutting the hair in the nostrils with scissors 
kept for that purpose is harmful or not?” 

ANSWER: If you are careful not to injure 
the membrane which lines the nose, I see no rea- 
son to believe that clipping the hair would be 
injurious in any way. 

QUESTION—T. R. P. inquires: “What causes 
a bad itching in my ears? They have been itch- 
ing this way for the past two months until I nearly 
go crazy. They irritate so badly that they are 
raw and sore.” 

ANSWER: Very likely you have developed 
eczema.

Robert Worth Bingham 


One Of Early Roosevelt 


Diplomatic Appointees 


BALTIMORE, Md, Dec. 20— 
Robert Worth Bingham, United 
States ambassador to Great Brit- 
ain, died Saturday night at Johns 
Hopkins hospital, where he un- 
@erwent a diagnostic operation 
Tuesday. He was 66, 


The ambassador had _ been 
patient at the hospital since Nov 
25. Physicians said he died of “ab- 
dominal Hodgkins,” a little known 
disease, the nature of which has 
never been exactly determined 
The night director of the hospital 
said it appeared as a tumor and 
was probably some form of infec- 
tion. 

Dr. Hugh Young, a friend who 
was with the diplomat when he 
died, said the operation earlier in 
the week disclosed for the first 
time the rare and obscure malady 
he suffered. * 

“He was in bad shape when he 
came to the hospital,’ Dr. Young 
added. “He was semi-conscious 
after the operation, but had been 
unconscious for three days before 
he died.” 

WITH AMBASSADOR 


With the publisher and ambas- 
sador when he died were his wife, 
Mrs. Aleen Muldoon Hilliard Bing- 
ham; her son by a former mar- 
riage, Byron Hilliard; and two of 
Bingham’'s children by a former 
marriage, Barry Bingham, co- 
publisher of the Louisville Courier- 
Journal and Times, and Miss Hen- 
rietta Bingham. 

Bingham, born in Orange 
county, North Carolina in 1871, 
was educated at the Bingham 
Military Academy founded by 
his great-great-grandfather in 
1793 and taught there for two 
years. Then he turned to law 
and entered practice after being 
graduated from the University of 
Louisville law school. 

He was thrice married. In 1895 
he wed Miss Eleanor E, Miller of 
Louisville, After her death, in 
1916, he married Mrs. Mary Lilly 
Flagler of New York. In 
after the death of his second wife, 
he married Mrs. Byron Hilliard. 

Through the law and as mayor 


| of Louisville in 1907 he came to | 


prominence, entering the national 
he took over Col. 
Henry Watterson’s famous Courier- 
Journal in 1918 

When Bingham purchased 
Courier-Journal and the Times, 
August 7, 1918, he had never been 


in a newspaper office except to | 


renew his subscription. He was a 
successful lawyer, active in mu- 
nicipal and state affairs. In the 
years that followed, he learned the 
technique of his new profession 
and emerged a newspaper man
